On the way to Hartford, Ct., 
Bartuy and Krnest rode on their 
bicycles down and up the hilly State 
road. At Greenwich, Ct., it be- 
gan raining. They got their clothes 
wet. Barney felt chilly through his 
wet clothing and had to stop at 
South port, Ct., »o change his 
clothes, while Ernest was wheel 
ing alone to New Haven.

Ernest returned passing Barney .it 
Milford, about seven miles from 
New Haven, on his way home for 
supper.

After this he went to see 
Mi Dermodv. Dermodv showed 
him through the American school. 
Barney took a snapshot of the 
statue of C.allaudet. After supper. 
Mi Dorian took him and his family 
for an auto ride in his Dodee sedan. 
They rode about in the city of 
Hartford, passing Mark Twain's 
homestead. 

On the Thursday morning of 
August 30th, Barney rode twenty- 
nine miles to Springfield, Mass., 
from West Hartford. He enjoyed 
sightseeing at that city for two 
hours. He hurried back to Hut 
ford for the New York night boat . 
He arrived on Friday, August Slst. 
He made 191 miles, and had no 
tir* trouble.

In the silent language of his fingers. 
Alter Helfgott, of No. 121 KUery 
Street, deaf-mute, today told Supreme 
Court justice Bert J, Humphreys how 
his wife, Frieda, took the $9,000 he 
had saved, the furniture of his apart 
ment, and left him with his five 
old daughter when she ran away with 
another man. 

Helfgott told his story by the aid of 
an interpreter when he obtained his 
divorce and the custody of his daugh- 
ter, Pauline, 

"Two days before she left me," 
Helfgott testified, "my wife told me 
ahe did not want to live with a dumb 
man any longer. When 1 married her 
eight J go she was willing to 

take me. She learned to talk yvith her 
fingers. 

"While 1 was making money we 
were very happy, but when business 
began to slacken she began to go to 
Cabarets and then she began to neglect 
her home and child. 

"The man she ran away with is a 
married man and he deserted two 
children. 

"1 returned from work one evening 
last January and found the apartment 
empty. Then I inquired at the bank 
and learned she had taken out the 
nine thousand dollars which I had 
saved, Out daughter was being cared 
for by neighbors." Y. V. Journal. 



(Read at the recent Ohio Convention) 

It is my pleasure as first president 
to extend personal and official greet- 
ings to all representatives of this 
outstanding organization of the 
deaf; to the Columbus Division, 
No. 18; to those of our members 
present from other divisions outside 
of our State, and to the ladies who 
always make a convention success- 
ful.,' 

I had thought today to talk to you 
on the general economic situation 
in which we, the deaf people, some- 
times find ourselves at a disadvantage 
and upon some of the remedies that 
we must find. 

There is little use in taking your 
time in recounting what we have 
passed through in our national or- 
ganization. We have been very 
successful in our fraternal insurance 
side of the organization. We have 
been going strong for the last 
twenty-five years. We never failed 
to pay a death benefit and our fin- 
ancial position makes it unlikely that 
we ever will. The main object of 
the National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf is, as you know, to pay- 
benefits to members who die; to pay 
benefits to members who fall sick or 
meet accidental injury; to unite all 
deaf men of good health, habits and 
character, in a brotherhood of friend 
liness and good fellowship that life 
may be better and happier for all of 
its members and the deaf as a class. 
The N. F. S. D., through its grand 
officers at Chicago, and scattered 
divisions to the number of 108 divi- 
sions throughout the United States, 
are functioning faithfully in these 
purpo 

In this State of Ohio, we have 
eight divisions attached to the 
National Fraternal Society of the 
Deaf. In each division, the com- 
mon interest is the same. The idea 
of this Slate association now in 
session, when created one and a halt 
is ago was to unite the Ohio divi- 
sions without changing anything in 
its present relations with the national 
body. Out object In this State 
association is best defined by our 
w: "The* object of this As 
sociation shall be to promote bettei 

understanding between the Ohio 

Divisions and to promote interest m 
the National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf as a whole." 

The N. F. S. D. has another 
Ct besides the fraternal insur 
ance — i.r.. to aim to uphold honor, 
fraternity, and good citizenship; to 
encourage industry, ambition, 
honesty, and perseverance; to pre- 
vent, if possible, members from 
being wronged, swindlid, or Im- 
posed upon or ill treated in an\ 
manner deemed unfair or disgrace- 
ful. 

Right here is where this State as- 
sociation of ours can he of service. 
We broaden the scope of our useful- 
ness in carrying these objects of OUI 
N. F. S. D. 

Not having much time at my dis- 
posal, I cannot touch upon all mat- 
ters of interest. There is, however, 
one matter that we should discuss 
in this convention We cannot re- 
count all we have passed through in 
our economic life during the past 
few years of acknowledged pro 
sperity in our industrial state 
There are some phases of it, as we 
now look back upon it, that yve did 
not appreciate, else we should have 
taken measures that would not have 
left us in so difficult a situation. 
But there is no use crying over 
spilled milk. 

The State of Ohio has assumed the 
responsibility of educating the dea"f 
children in the State. For the past 
eighty or ninety years, the deaf 
children and even adults were edu- 
cated under the impression that 
mis of charity. We 
insisted right along that we 
were n class of people normal in 
evei Cl except hearing, and 

that our trouble was merely inability 
to hear. We insisted that we were 
not a cause for charity. We have 
found that in spite of our handicap, 
we have acquired education, and have 
been able to take our places in the 
industrial world, and to havi 
sumed responsibilities as citizens. 
Our stand has been vindicated to 
some extent. Today we mav feel 
ourselves to he respected citizens of 
the State We did not seem to have 

trouble in getting work in the past? 



BUT there has been a tendency in 
some localities for business firms to 
refuse to hire deaf workers, on the 
ground that they were not permitted 
to hire deaf workers by the State 
Compensation rulings or by the 
liability insurance companies. 

This part is something that we, 
as an organization, are interested in 
learning about, for the association 
is bound to find remedies for the 
enlightement of these firms. 

The Convention of the American 
Instructors of the Deaf at Columbus 
last year appointed a committee to 
investigate the report that liability 
insurance companies were discrimi- 
nating against deaf workmen, by 
prohibiting their employment by 
firms desiring liability insurance 
protection. A committee of three 
was appointed, consisting of 
Messrs. T. L. Anderson, Prin- 
cipal trf Industrial Schools, State of 
Iowa, School for the Deaf; Francis 
P. Gibson, Grand President, Na- 
tional Fraternal Society of the Deaf, 
Chicago, and myself. This com- 
mittee is to gather data on the 
situation and to report at the next 
convention. 

A similiar committee was ap- 
pointed at the last convention of the 
National Association of the Deaf, in 
Washington, D. C. and this com- 
mittee, headed by Mr. Michael 
Lapides, has been working in con- 
juction with the committee from 
the convention of the American 
Instructors of the Deaf. The Con- 
vention of Instructors is interested 
in this matter, because if insurance 
companies are really discriminating 
against deaf workers, of what use is 
it for schools to spend large sums of 
money to teach trades to those who 
are barrred from following trad. 

Mv understanding is that there is 
no State law or even department 
ruling on these points. But what 
concerns us is why some firms re- 
peatedly say such things and seem 
to be backing up their statements 
on this very decidedly We wish 
to have light on this. 

We have the pleasure to note on 
our program today that we have the 
representatives of our State of Ohio 
Insurance and Compensation 1 
partments. We hope they will en- 
lighten us on the scope of the 
Compensation Act and how far the 
act affects us as a class. 

Getting the facts reminds me of 
the old story that it sometimes pays 
to ask questions. At a bad railroad 
crossing, there was an old dark] 
flagman. One dark stromv night, 
an express train hit an automobile 
and killed the four occupants. The 
principal witness was of com se the 
negro flagman. His testimony was 
so good that the jury brought in a 
verdict in favor of the railroad. 
The flagman was called into the 
railroad executive office and con- 
gratulated upon the steadfastn. 
with which he stuck to his story. 
His storv, briefly, was: — 

"It was dark and stormy. He 
d his lantern frantically. 
The autoist paid no heed. The 
express train thundered on. There 
was a crash and the automobile 
and the occupants were gone." 
The flagman accepted the com- 
pliments from the railioad officials 
and then added: "But, do you 
know, sah, all the time I was on 
the witness stand, I was so darned 
scared that layvyer man tie 

ask me if mail lantern was lit?" 

In closing, we have cause for 
congratulation that our first State 
convention at Akron was held under 
such auspicious circumstance; and 
that we can have another self-con- 
gratulation for large gathering 
today. It gives me pleasure to 
von all here and hope that this ga- 
thering will prove a harmonious and 
profitable meeting.

During the past few months there 
h»ve been rumors that the Lexing- 
ton Avenue School, at East 67th to 
68th Street, has been sold, and that 
a committee has been appointed to 
•elect a site for new buildings some- 
where on Long Island. It is stated 
that land in the vicinity of Jamaica 

is the choice. 

Not wishing to complicate matters 

by premature publication, and thus 
place the Institution at a disadvan- 
tage in any projected deal, we have 
refrained from any allusion to these 
rumors. 

But as the talk is now wide- 
spread and varied regarding the situ 
ation, it seems better to moderate it, 
by giving a more nearly correct state 

of affairs. 

When the Institution was re- 
moved to the Lexington Avenue 
site from 44th Street at the junction 
of Seventh Avenue and Broadway, 
it was to buildings erected by the 
Board of Directors upon land that 
belonged to the City of New York, 
The contract to occupy this land 
was made to extend ninety-nine 
years, at a nominal rental of one 
dollar a year. This was on the 6th 
of July, 1870. Therefore, the leasL- 
of land would not expire till about 
forty-one years hence. The cor- 
nerstone of the Lexington Avenue 
structure was laid in 1880, and the 
school was removed to it in the 
fall of the following year. 

Repeated attempts were made to 
break the lease so as to fell the build- 
ings and finally the Legislature gave 
the necessary permission. But with- 
out owning the land on which the 
buildings were erected, a satisfac- 
tory sale could not be effected. 
With the 7th Regiment Armory on 
one side and Hunter College on the 
other, it seemed that these build- 
ngs could not be utilized for Public 
School purposes, especially as there 
were other city schools nearby. 

The city, in the meantime, was 
losing money on land that it owned, 
and which had grown to be of im- 
mense value since the time the lease 
was made. Land that had a large 
taxable value, only brought a dollar 
each year to the city treasury, as 
school property is immune from tax. 
To avoid this constant loss in 
revenue, the city authorities made a 
present to the Lexington Avenue 
School corporation of the entire 
plot upon which the school was 
built. This transfer of title to the 
land, has been confirmed by the 
Legislature of the State of New 
York. 

This move appears to have solved 
the trouble about selling the build- 
ings and the land at once. And it 
will enable the city to levy a tax 
upon the purchaser, which is sure 
to bring in considerable revenue to 
the city treasury. 

It will require a period of three or 
four years for the Institution to I teacher

The program for the seventh bien- 
nial reunion of the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the Western Pennsylvania 
School for the Deaf, in co-operation 
with the forty-second annual coven- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf, at the 
school August 31st, September 1st, 2d, 
and 3d, as printed in the Journal 
letters prior to the convention, was 
carried out to the letter, except for one 
omission. Mr. J. Charles Wilson, pre- 
sident of the school board, was unable 
to be on hand to give his words of wel- 
come owing to illness, but we had the 
assurance from his letter to Superin- 
tendent A. C. Manning that he was 
with us in spirit. It was the first time 
in over thirty years that he was com- 
pelled to miss an occasion of this 
nature. It was a great disappoint- 
ment, as he had always felt happy in 
extending in person a hearty welcome 
to us. He expressed the hope that 
we would keep hustling and "not lie 
down on the job," like the man lying 
under the tree waiting for the apple to 
fall. 

The convention turned out a suc- 
cess. Although it was his first year as 
president of the P. S. A. D., Mr. 
Fdwin Ritchie wielded the gavel after 
the manner of a polished veteran. 
Everything was run smoothly, with not 
one hitch. The same can be said of 
Mr. Cyril A. Painter, president of the 
Alumni, except that he was guided 
largely by experience. 

The big attraction of the convention 
Saturday evening, when the 
spacious dining-room resounded to the 
gentle shuffle of dancing shoe^ upon 
the slippery floor. The onlookers pre- 
dominated, owing to the fact that great 
numbers came from "hick towns," but 
they seemed to enjoy themselves, none 
the less, with their upper extremities, 
which they kept flying.

LANGUAGE. 



We of the deaf educated under the 
combined system are viewing the turn- 
ing of our schools in the pure-oral 
method dh one hand, and on the other 
seeing the world turn to the sign-lan- 
guage. This fact cannot be denied. 

The auto driver, speed boat driver, 
steel worker, dancer, priest, preacher, 
baseball player, sculptor, painter, and 
the entire movie world is nothing but 
the sign-language. 

French, Italian, and most of the 
foreign languages are impossible of 
understanding, unless accompanied by 
the expressive gestures and emotions 
expressed on the face. 

The teachers of elocution teach sign- 
language. Imagine Bernhart, Calve, 
Jenny Lind, or any other actress or 
actor without the gestures, bodily inter- 
pretation of emotions. The clown in 
the circus in pure oral. 

Let us have President Roosevelt 
without his clenched teeth and slam 
of one first into the palm of his other 
hand driving home and argument, and 
we will have no "Teddy." Imagine a 
lawyer with hands tied peading for 
a client. 

Show us a great piece of sculpture, 
painting, work of art of any kind that 
is not sing-language. 

The Admiral of the fleet in the midst 
of battle, calling his barge and in a 
hail of shot and shell, calmly rowing 
to the captain of his cruiser squadron 
and communicating to him, "To make 
a circling movement to starboard and 
cut off the enemy's retreat," or to use 
signal flag. Sign-language. 

Are we educated deaf to continue 
the hypocrisy of seeing the frantic at- 
tempts of bootleg signs of the children 
of pure oral schools to communicate 
with one another. 

We deaf who are acquainted with 
the sign-language are able to travel 
anywhere and communicate, not alone 
with the deaf but the hearing, either 
in our own or the natural sign-lan- 
guage. 

I became deaf at fourteen yeais of 
of age. At eleven I travelled all ovei 
the West, and was able to and in fact 
my communication and intercourse 
with the majority of the Indian tribe 
was signs. That also was the means 
of all the party. 

Can there be anything more beauti 
ful than the choir of St. Ann's Churcl 
praising God in song in concerted 
sings. 

The hypocrisy of the pure oralists i< 
nothing but to gain control of our 
schools and is baserl on politics and 
the $$$$ Sign. 

I do not say for a moment that the 
dtaf able to be taught speech should 
not be taught it. I say positively thai 
no deaf person can do business with 
lip-reading. 

Our stienists tell us in fifty years 
the sign-language will be the means of 
imunication of the world. Speed 
-I noise make this imperative. I 
have talked to officers of aviation, who 
tell me hundreds of lives would have 
been saved if aviators were able U) 
use our signs in the war and com 
municate to ground forces on the spot 
and among themselves. The advan- 
tage over the enemy would have beer 
so great as to make them desert the 
air. 

I am impressing this on officers at 
present and believe that it will be part 
of the training of our army. 

1 do know that at the World's Con- 
gress at Prague no pure oralist was 
able to eommunitate with the deal 
there. Their studied articles were 
undelivered. I do know and am per- 
■iy willing to make a wager no liv- 
ing person can read the lips and be 
ain of what is being said. At ter 
feet lip-reading is impossible. I d< 
say no child, who has not been able 
to hear part of it's life, can be taught 
a vocabulary sufficient to meet hearing 
people on the field of life. I d'< 
no deaf person em earth can modulat* 
their voices, speak in a tone adapted 
to surrounding noises e>r pronounce 
words correctly. I speak from know- 
ing. 

Yes: The world is turning to the 
sign-language. The sooner the pure 
oralists realize it the better for all.

Showing no 
signs of fatigue despite his remark- 
able achievement, Mr. Marshall re- 
turned here yesterday and went to 
work as usual this morning. His 
short, slight form, conceals the vast 
strength which enables him to drive 
his racing bicycle hour after hour 
without rest. 

Marshall left here early Sunday 
morning and followed the post road 
to New York. He crossed the 
Queensborough Bridge, followed the 
Queensborough Boulevard to Ja- 
maica, L. I., and then swung 
through town after town along the 
Merrick Road until, early in the 
evening, he arrived at Montauk 
Point, the northerly tip of the island. 
He had travelled 165 miles that 
day. 

Heavy rains forced him to spend 
the greater part of Monday at 
Montauk, but late in the afternoon 
a policeman gave him an auto ride 
to Amagansett, where he spent the 
night in a furnished room. Early 
yesterday morning he mounted his 
wheel and started back to Port 
Chester, arriving here yesterday 
afternoon after having covered 144 
miles. — Portchester Item.
